2. As a result of the modifications in the Finance Bill accepted by Parliament 
the Revenue will be reduced by Rs. 6,14,60,000, consisting of a reduction of 
Rs. 5,83,60,000 in the Central Revenues end a reduction of Rs. 31,00,000 In the share 
of Union Excise Duties payable to the States. 

3. The Demands for Grants for 1961-62 were voted without modifications. 

4. The estimated surplus on Revenue account of Rs. 26,62,000 in the Budget as 
laid before Parliament, will thus stand converted to a deficit on Revenue Account 
of Rs, 5,66,98,000.
